Fortune Made Prom ar "No-Rooze* 


Hotel in the Flood City, 


Johnstown, Pa., May 13, 1913. 


" How 'time jflies. A lew more days 


and twenty-four ye,ars have elapsed 
since this city was destroyed by the 
flood. How well I remember the 
time and hundreds of others are in 
the same boat. 


Yes, I am now sitting in Room 20 


of the Capital Hotel. This was not a 
hotel in those days, but the building 
stood alone unscathed »by the ter- 
rible waters of that ever memorable 
May 31st. Not long' afterwards it 
was. purchased by P. L. Carpenter, 
who somehow _got the notion up his 
sleeve that he could run a hotel here 
and live without selling booze. He 
started in and^has been\t the busi- 
ness for over twenty-one years in 
'this same building. The business is 
the caring for the traveling public 
and by supplying the inner man. No 
booze has ever been sold by Mr. Car- 
penter. 


Some years ago he adopted this as 


the traveling man's home and today 
says the traveling men helped pay 
for it. Mr. Carpenter has in all these 
years played treasurer and husband- 
ed all the (fifty cents ^paid in by the 
Knights of the Road, until a few 
months ago when he took a day off 
and counted the half dollars. 
He 


found to his satisfaction that there 
had been about sixty-two thousand 
persons who entrusted him,with the 
amount paid on their accounts for 
food and shelter. -There was a vote 
taken and Mr. Carpenter 
w«as in- 


structed to invest it (the amount I 
mean) in some beautiful home where 
each one could be kept from the 
storms that beset the poor traveling 
man. 
This he has done, paying $31,- 


000 cash for a most beautiful home 
very near by. This he says belongs 
to the traveling iren, as they each 
helped to pay for it. 


This house is on a lot 48 by 12,0 


feet and, without exception, is one of 
the most beautiful homes "one can im- 
agine. Each room vies with the one 
next as to beauty. 
Each one has 


been finished in hard wood and each 
of a different kind. 
The walls are 


covered - with -paper- which -cost- as 
much as eighteen dollars a bolt. The 
floors are covered with rugs which 
are of the most artistic designs. The 
various rooms are furnished to suit 
the tapestry. One has furniture made 
in Tokio, Japan. A suit of straw in 
another room was made in Hong 
Kong, China. 
The curtains each 


cost as much as two hundred dinners, 
and~so it is all the way through. The 
building today is worth $60,000 and 
is without doubt the finest one ever 
owned^by any one man or set of~men. 
I, for one, think Mr. Carpenter should 
have a vote of thanks for caring for 
all this money all these years and 
then for placing it in such a hand- 
some home. ^ All was done without 
a drop of booze being sold or used 
within the walls of the dear old Capi- 
tal Hotel of Johnstown, Pa. I like 
very much to come here because of 
the homelike surroundings.

m. was so scarce and when evening 
came, Dad was-so tired that he would 
hie off to bed and dream of the pleas- 
ure some of the clerks were having.

5VBW CIGARETTE LAW 


Unlawful for Minors to Have "Them 


in Their Possession. 


Following is a copy of the Thomp- 


son bill prohibiting the sale or gift 
or cigarettes to minors in Pennsyl- 
vania, which became a law when Gov- 
ernor Tener signed it on Saturday: 
• That any person who shall furnish 
to any minor,^by gift, sale or other- 
wise, any cigarette or cigarette paper, 
shall _ be guilty/ of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof shall be 
sentenced to pay a fine of not less 
than $100 nor more than $300, and 
to undergo an imprisonment in the 
jail of the proper county for ajtperiod

Any minor being in 
possession of a cigarette or cigarette 
paper and being by any police officer, 
constable, Juvenile Court officer, tru- 
ant officer or teacher in any school 
asked where and from whom such 
cigarette paper was obtained, who 
shall refuse to furnish such informa- 
tion, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, -and upon conviction thereof 
before any alderman, magistrate or 
justice of the peace, shall be sen- 
tenced to pay a fine not exceeding $5, 
or to undergo an imprisonment in 
the jail of the proper coun.ty not ex- 
ceeding five days, or both. 


All other acts or parts of acts in- 
consistent with the provisions of this 
act are repealed.

CONGRESSMAN TAVENNER 


Of Illinois, in Supporting the Income 


Tax Bill, Says He Believes 4n Vot- 


ing as His Constituents Wish. 


Washington, May 13.—Declaring 


the belief that'in casting his vote for 
an income tax, he was carrying out 
the desire not only of the Democrats 
of his district, but of 90 per cent, of 
the rank and file of Republicans and 
Progressives as well, Congressman 
Clyde H. Tavenner of Illinois made a 
speech on the floor of the House, on 
the income tax, which was given 
close attention by both Republicans 
and Democrats. 


As a Washington newspaper cor- 


respondent, Tavenner has been advo- 
cating an income tax for years. Many 
of his ai tides on the subject have 
been sent broadcast over the coun- 
try by the Democratic Congressional 
Committee. 
Tavenner's speech was 


warmly applauded on the Democratic 
side. . 


"When I went before the voters, in 


the campaign last fall," said Taven- 
ner, "I made the declaration, repeat- 
ing it over and over, that should I be 
elected, I would make a consicien- 
tious endeavor to ascertain how they 
desired me to vote on important leg- 
islation, and then vote that way. I 
made that declaration in every good 
faith. 
I desire no greater tribute 


when I shall conclude my service in 
this House, than that the people of 
my district may say of me. 'He made 
a practice of ascertaining how the 
people of his district desired him to 
vote on even the simplest piece of 
legislation, and then voted that way.' 


"In keeping with my pre-election 


promise, it is my intention to cast my 
vote, on behalf of the Fourteenth Il- 
linois district, for the income tax. I 
believe in all sincerity, Mr. Chairman, 
that in doing so, I am carrying out 
the desires of not only the Democrats 
of my district, but of fully 90 per 
cent, of the rank and file of Republi- 
cans of my district, and of the Pro- 
gressives, Socialists and Prohibition- 
ists. 


"The income tax is a part of the 


program of this side of the House to 
reduce the ever-increasing cost of 
living in this country The program, 
and it is being carried out, is to take 
some of the tax off of such articles as 
woolens, cottons, sugar, meat and 
Jlumber and then to make up for the 
loss of this revenue to the govern- 
ment by levying a tax on the incomes 
of the wealthy.

Under the present fiscal system of 
the United States, nearly everything 
is taxed save wealth. Wealth alone 
is excluded from taxation.

submit that wealth should be the 
first thing to be taxed

tion of the burden of taxation from 
thfe bending backs of the poor, and 
placing it on the rich, \\ho are best

The Eucalyptus Tree 


The great progress of scientific for- 


estry in the past few years has ren- 
dered practically impossible the ex- 
tinction of our native trees, but 
should such a calamity ever befall us 
we have an immigrant tree which 
will be able to supply all our wants. 
It is the eucalytus or gum tree of 
Australia, which grows so fast that 
it can almost be harvested every au- 
tumn, like grain. 


The first eucalyptus plantations in 


this country were set out in Califor- 
nia twenty-five years ago. Some of 
these groves have been cut down 
three or four' times and are again 
high in the air, while those trees 
which have had the full twenty-five 
years' growth are as large as oaks 
300 years old.' A California farmer 
who had planted a row of eucalyptus 
alongside his houseras a sort of hedge 
cut it down at the end of five years 
and got twenty-four cords of fire- 
wood. 
The row of trees was only 


250 feet long. 


The eucalyptus makes the best 


kind of firewood, but is equally good 
'or any other purpose for which wood 
is used. It makes even better piles, 
some experts say, that Oregon pine, 
and it has been successfully tested in 
:he form of street paving blocks as 
well as that of household furniture. 


It is not entirely on its reputation 


as a rapid grower that the eucalyptus 
bases its claim to fame 
It is a doe- 


tor and a sanitary engineer. 
The 


leaves of the tree contain a fragment 
volatile oil which Is much used in 
treating diseases of the lungs and 
:hroat 


The tree has the peculiar ability 


to shed its bark, and at night the 


roves give off a strong odor like 


ozone, slightly tinged with the scent 
of peppermint. 
In Australia con- 


sumptives camp near the eucalyptus 
forests in the belief that the medicat- 


atmosphere will cure or arrest the 


disease. 


As an engineer the eucalyptus has 


made its mark in the Roman cam- 
pagna 
The tree absorbs a great 


amount of water through its roots, 


targe groves planted by the Domini- 


can monks in the malarial plains 
about the Holy City have dried and 
made beautiful land which for cen- 
uries had been a swamp.

822 Feet High. 


The Kaieteur waterfall, in British 


Guiana, is the highest waterfall in the 
world. It is of- unsurpassed grandeur 
aiid beauty, as the Potaro river, unob- 
structed at its brink By islands or 
huge mass'es of rock, hurls Itself In 
full flood Into a great abyss. 
-Peering over the" precipitous and 
sheer ro'cky* fate, within' l06 feet of 
this avalanche #f water, Is an awe In- 
spiring fexperiemce. The tofel height 
of- the fall is 822 feet,' or five times 
that -of Niagara, which boasts only 
164 feet. The fall is generally seen at 
the dry season, and consequently the 
name Kaie'teur means ''Old -Man's 
fall" and was so called after an' old 
man who lived in an Indian village 
years ago.

EDITOR BRINGS SUIT 


County Commissioners Involved in 


Litigation Over Legal Printing. 


-With the entry of the suit of J F. 


Biddle against the County Comtais- 
gioners on Saturday last, the County 
Commissioners are now involved in 
two suits. 
The fl^st suit is the -ap- 


peal taken by the Board of County 
Commissioners against the allowance 
by the County Auditors of the com- 
missions paid to the County Treas- 
urer for collecting count} taxes. The 
suit instituted by Mr. Biddle is a pe- 
tition for a mandamus to compel the 
County Commission ei s to furnish a 
copy of the Mercantile Appraiser's 
list to the Everett Press for publica- 
tion in that paper, in accordance 
•with law. 


The Act of Asembly under which 


the suit was instituted provides as 
follows^- "The County Commission- 
ers of the respective counties are 
hereby 'authorized and required to 
publish, the mercantile appraiser's 
list of rJames and 'classification of 
each person subject to license, in 
three papers df general circulation in 
each county of the commonwealth, 
one of which shall represent the mi- 
nority party rof the two principal par- 
ttek of the dbunty, and one of which 
may be a German or Welsh paper: 
Provided', however, That "such list 
shall not be published in more than 
two papers in' any county, should the 


- County Commissioners desire to limit 
such publication 'to that number: 
And provided further, that the (Audi- 
tor General and City Treasurer shall 
direct that said list and classification 
shall be published in four newspa- 
pers in cities of the first class." 


The petition further sets forth that 


the Everett Press is the Washington 
Party paper in the County of Bedford 
and by reason of this is entitled to 
publish the mercantile appraisers 
"list as 'the law directs. The Washing- 
ton Party at the Presidential election 
of 1912 polled 2,477~votes for Theo- 


Roosevelt for1 President, and 


fore

To Grow Fancy Fruit Start Now 
"One of the most important steps 


.in growing fancy fruit is to spray af- 
ter the blossoms fall," said Prpf. H. 
A. Surface, State Zoologist, in his of- 
fice at Harrisburg recently. He then 
continued to discuss the importance 
•6T .growing better fruit and giving it 
better attention. 
He said that the 


real reason why Pennsylvania fruits 
lave not become more famous in the 
market of the world is that the grow- 
ers have not been sufficiently indus- 
trious In spraying •and care of the 
trees. 
It must be remembered that 


in the fruit producing regions the 
•chief theme of thought and attention 
is that of horticulture with special 
reference to spraying. The far west- 
ern growers spray from seven to ten 
times during a summer, while many 


1 of oiir eastern growers do not spray 


but onse, and few indeed spray more 
than twice. 


To grow fancy fruits it is necessary 


fo give strict attention to spray at 
the right time with the right material 
and in the right manner. 
For the 


„>:growing of pome fruits, or apples, 


pears and quinces, it is necessary 
to spray just after the blossoms fall, 
using an arsenical spray such as 
Paris green or arsenate of lead. The 
latter is now taking the place of Par- 
is green very generally in this state. 
Tv.'o pounds of arsenate of lead paste 
or one pound of dry arsenate of lead 


^shoiild be used in fifty gallons of wa- 
ler, while not more than one-fourth 
pound of Paris green should be used 
in fifty gallons if 1his is the poison 
to be employed.

I more than two quarts of concentrat- 
ed lime-sulphur solution should be 
used in fifty gallons of water, adding 
the two pounds of arsenate of lead to 
this. 
Spray just after the husks or 


brown collars fall from around the 
fruits. This is a little later than the 
time of the dropping of the petals. 
Repeat the spray again in about a 
month. The best fungicide for stone 
fruits is the self-boiled lime-sulphur 
solution made in accordance with de- 
tailed directions given in a Bulletin 
of the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture.

prison. And here Is another third day 
story of deliverance, for on the ^third 
day Joseph- talked with them and 
agreed to let nine of them return home 
with corn, provided one was left a pris-' 
oner as an assurance that when' they 


again for corn they would bring 


their younger brother with them. Then 
they talked with one another in 'Jo- 
seph's presence of their guilt of long 
ago, for which they felt that they were 
now suffering, and they remembered 
the anguish of his soul as he besought 
"hem not to deal so with him, but to 
let him return to his father, yet they 
would not hear him. I wonder if they 
did not hear those heartrending cries 
many a*, time during those twenty 
years. 
The memory of some things
